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Plane catches fire at Florida airport; 1 injured

DANIA BEACH, Florida (AP) 

— A jet plane’s engine 
caught fire Thursday as it 
prepared for fakeoff, and 
more than 100 passengers 
had to quickly evacuate 
using emergency slides. 
One person was seriously 
injured, officials said. 
Dozens of passengers could 
be seen in video footage 
gliding down the slides of 
the Dynamic Airways flight 
bound for Caracas, Vene¬ 
zuela. Some ran away from 
the plane into the terminal 
at Fort Lauderdale/Holly¬ 
wood International Airport 
as fire crews rushed to put 
the blaze out. 

Andres Gallegos said he 
was one of fhe first passen¬ 
gers to use the chutes to 
evacuate. 

“I heard a loud bang. I 
turned around, saw the 
lights, saw the flames and 
I ran to the front of the air¬ 
craft," said Gallegos, who 
said it took about 30 sec¬ 
onds for the plane doors to 
open. “It was pretty nerve- 
wracking, knowing that 
the door wasn’t opening 
and that something was on 
fire.” 

Other passengers re¬ 
ported chaos as people 
screamed, cried and ran 
through the plane. Several 
people said the flight crew 
remained calm and acted 
quickly. 

“In that moment, the only 
thing going through my 
mind is trying to get off the 
plane,” said passenger 
Daniela Magro. 

One person was seriously 
injured and about a dozen 
other people were taken 
to the hospital for minor 
injuries including bumps, 
sprains and stress, said Bro¬ 
ward Sheriff Fire Rescue 
spokesman Mike Jachles. 
Don Dodson, the director 
of operafions for Dynamic 
Airways, said the most seri¬ 
ous injury came as a pas¬ 
senger was running across 
the ramp after exiting the 
plane. He did not specify 
the nature of the injury. 
Once inside the airport, 
passengers expressed frus¬ 
tration, saying they'd been 
held in a room for over an 
hour and had not heard 
from fhe airline. 


Dodson said they had set 
up a crisis center, flown in 
addifional airline represen¬ 
tatives to help passengers 
and arranged for a relief 
flight to take passengers to 
their final destinations. 
Dynamic is a 5-year-old 
airline that connects Fort 
Lauderdale, New York, 
Venezuela and Guyana. It 
operates seven 767s. Dy¬ 
namic said on its website 
its Boeing 767s can accom¬ 
modate up to 250 people. 
Officials said 110 passen¬ 
gers and crew were on¬ 
board this flight. 

Passengers on another 
plane on the runway re¬ 
corded the fire and post¬ 
ed video to Twitter show¬ 
ing plumes of thick black 
smoke coming from the 
plane. 

An air traffic controller told 
the pilot “a lot of fluid” was 
leaking from his left engine 
and then urgently said the 
engine had caught fire 
and that he was dispatch¬ 
ing firefighters, accord¬ 
ing to an audio record¬ 
ing posted by WSVN. The 
airport closed briefly after 
the fire. The south runway 
reopened Thursday after¬ 
noon, but the north runway 
was still closed, causing de¬ 
lays. 

Dynamic began servic¬ 
ing Caracas in July, after 
several other major airlines 
ended or slashed service 
to Venezuela over the gov¬ 
ernment’s refusal to pay an 
estimated $4 billion the car¬ 
riers say they have trapped 
in the country. 

For Venezuelans hoping to 
travel abroad, the options 
have been severely re¬ 
duced to little-known carri¬ 
ers such as Dynamic or do¬ 
mestic carriers, which due 
to the country's economic 
crisis, have struggled to im¬ 
port replacement parts. 
Airline officials said they've 
already started reviewing 
records for the crew and 
the plane, which was last 
inspected in June and had 
a new engine with less than 
200 hours of flight time. 
Nine crew members were 
onboard — more than re¬ 
quired — and were a very 
experienced team, which 
helped evacuating pas¬ 
sengers quickly and seam¬ 
lessly, Dodson said.Q

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House Republicans, 
seeking unity, elect 
Paul Ryan speaker

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 


publicans rallied behind 
Rep. Paul Ryan to elect 
him to the powerful post 


of House speaker on Thurs¬ 
day as the splintered party 
turned to the youthful but 


battle-tested lawmaker 
to mend its self-inflicted 
wounds and craft a con¬ 
servative message to woo 
voters in next year's elec¬ 
tions. 

Ryan — a former Republi¬ 
can vice presidential can¬ 
didate — became the 
54th speaker of the House 
with 236 Republicans call¬ 
ing out Ryan in a roll call 
vote, putting him second in 
line to the presidency and 
atop a chamber that has 
been awash in tumult ever 
since defiant conservatives 
hounded Rep. John Boeh¬ 
ner, into announcing his 
resignation from that post 
last month. 

Just nine hard-line con¬ 
servatives voted against 
Ryan, instead backing a lit¬ 
tle known Florida lawmak¬ 
er. Most of them, including 
members of the rebellious 
House Freedom Caucus, 
backed Ryan, though it 
was clear that future ten¬ 
sions between them and 
Ryan could not be dis¬ 
counted. 

The House is broken,” Ryan 
said in his first remarks to 
the chamber, seemingly 
referring as much to a Re¬ 
publican civil war between 
hard-liners and pragmatists 
as to the House's usual par¬ 
tisan divisions. “We are not 
settling scores. We are wip¬ 
ing the slate clean.” 

As Ryan spoke, senators 
across the Capitol were 
preparing to cast votes on 
a broad two-year budget 
and debt deal that passed 
the House on Wednesday, 
engineered largely by 
Boehner to allow Ryan a 
fresh start with the toughest 
issues resolved. 

The measure was ex¬ 
pected to clear an initial 
legislative hurdle well af¬ 
ter midnight in a dead-of- 
night vote resulting from 
the Senate’s convoluted 
legislative timetables and 
delaying tactics by oppo¬ 
nents. Many in the Repub¬ 
lican majority planned to 
vote “no,” including presi¬ 
dential candidates Marco 
Rubio, Rand Paul and Ted 


Cruz, who canceled cam¬ 
paign events to rush back 
to Washington to oppose it. 
The budget vote under¬ 
scored Ryan's challenge 
in leading Republicans 
who often have scant in¬ 
terest in compromise, es¬ 
pecially with a Republican 
presidential contest domi¬ 
nated by candidates who 
vilify Washington insiders. 
Republicans opposed the 
budget deal by 167-79, but 
Democrats supported it 
unanimously. 

Conservatives complain 
that Boehner has been ex¬ 
cessively powerful, forcing 
bills to the House floor with¬ 
out rank-and-filed input, 
dictating committee chairs 
and punishing rebels. One 
leader of the right-wing 
Freedom Caucus, Rep. 
Raul Labrador, said con¬ 
servatives expect Ryan to 
alter that. 

“We're going to have 
his back for the next few 
months and make sure that 
we give him the opportuni¬ 
ty to show that he can be 
the leader that we hope 
he can be," Labrador said. 
Amiable and just 45, Ryan 
has been in Congress 17 
years and has strong ties 
with all wings of the Repub¬ 
lican Party. Past chairman 
of the House Budget Com¬ 
mittee and current head 
of the Ways and Means 
panel, he's put his imprint 
on deficit reduction, tax, 
health and trade legisla¬ 
tion — prime subjects that 
have raised his stature and 
put him at the center of 
many of Congress’ highest 
profile debates. 

Many Democrats like Ryan 
but none hesitate to attack 
him as a symbol of Repub¬ 
lican policies they consider 
harsh. 

These include efforts to 
pare taxes for the rich, re¬ 
shape Medicare — the 
government health care 
system for the elderly — 
into a voucher-like pro¬ 
gram and squeeze sav¬ 
ings from Medicaid — the 
health care program for 
the poor.Q 
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CNBC reaches 14 million 
viewers with GOP debate

NEW YORK (AP) — CNBC 
reached its biggest audi¬ 
ence ever with the third 
Republican presidential 
debate, but paid a price in 
criticism of how its modera¬ 
tors handled the opportu¬ 
nity to question the candi¬ 
dates. 

The Nielsen company said 
14 million viewers watched 
the debate on Wednes¬ 
day night, down from the 
24 million who saw the first 
contest on Fox News Chan¬ 
nel in February and the 23 
million viewers for CNN’s 
second contest. Still, it's 
an extraordinarily high bar: 
a 2011 debate with GOP 
candidates on CNBC had 
3.3 million viewers, Nielsen 
said. 

This week's debate also 
competed against the sec¬ 
ond game of the World Se¬ 
ries. 

Like baseball umpires, de¬ 
bate moderators are most 
noticed when something 
goes wrong, and Carl Quin¬ 
tanilla, Becky Quick and 
John Harwood were in the 
spotlight Thursday. Individ¬ 
ual candidates grumbled 
and Republican National 
Committee Chairman Re- 
ince Priebus said the mod¬ 
erators' performance “was 
extremely disappointing.” 
Quintanilla asked each 
candidate a job inter¬ 
view question at the out¬ 
set: “What is your biggest 
weakness?” 

Harwood then said to 
Trump: “You’ve done very 
well on this campaign so far 
by promising to build a wall 
and make another country 
pay for it, send 11 million 
people out of the country, 
cut taxes $10 trillion without 
increasing the deficit and 
make Americans better off 
because your greatness 


would replace the stupidity 
and incompetence of oth¬ 
ers. Let's be honest, is this 
a comic-book version of a 
presidential campaign?” 
Trump called it “not a very 
nicely asked question” and 
one of Harwood’s NBC 
News colleagues, Joe Scar¬ 
borough, called the ques¬ 
tion “absolutely embarrass¬ 
ing" on MSNBC's “Morning 
Joe” on Thursday. 

Kathleen Hall Jamieson, a 
University of Pennsylvania 
communications professor 
and debate expert, said 
Harwood’s last sentence 
ruined what could have 
been a useful question. 

“It sounds to the audience 
as if one is spinning the 
question in a way that pre¬ 
supposes the candidate's 
candidacy is illegitimate," 
she said. 

Similarly, she said asking 
to outline a weakness can 
be easily skirted, because 
what candidate is likely to 
give an honest answer? 
CNBC officials privately 
noted that Trump and John 
Kasich praised the debate 
in later interviews on the 
network. 

CNBC would not comment 
beyond spokesman Brian 
Steel’s comment: “People 
who want to be president 
of the United States should 
be able to answer tough 
questions.” 

In subsequent questions, 
Ben Carson was asked 
what kind of analysis made 
him think his flat tax plan 
would work, Marco Rubio 
asked why he wouldn't 
“slow down, get a few 
more things done first" be¬ 
fore running for president 
and whether he hates his 
job as a senator, Jeb Bush 
asked why his candidacy 
wasn’t catching on and 
Carly Fiorina asked why 
Americans should hire her 


as president when she was 
fired by Hewlett-Packard. 
When Quintanilla asked 
Cruz whether his opposition 
to a congressional budget 
deal showed “that you’re 
not the kind of problem- 
solver American voters 
want,” he exploded. 

“The questions that have 
been asked so far in this 
debate illustrate why the 
American people don't 
trust the media,” the Texas 
Republican said. “This is not 
a cage match. And look 
at the questions — Donald 
Trump, are you a comic 
book villain? Ben Carson, 
can you do math? John 
Kasich, will you insult two 
people over here? Marco 
Rubio, why don’t you re¬ 
sign? Jeb Bush, why have 
your numbers fallen?” 

“How about talking about 
the substantive issues?” 
Cruz said. 

That drew applause, pre¬ 
dictable since attacking 
the media usually plays 
well with a Republican au¬ 
dience, and led other can¬ 
didates to join in. 

Mike Huckabee objected 
to Harwood asking him 
whether Trump had the 
moral authority to lead the 
country, and Trump chimed 
in that it was “such a nasty 
question." Trump accused 
Quick of incorrectly quot¬ 
ing him, and it took her sev¬ 
eral minutes to prove her 
point. Quintanilla’s ques¬ 
tion about whether the 
federal government should 
regulate fantasy football 
fell flat. 

“We have $19 trillion in 
debt, we have people out 
of work, we have ISIS and 
al-Qaida attacking us, and 
we’re talking about fanta¬ 
sy football?” Chris Christie 
said. Christie on Thursday 
called debate questions 
snarky and biased.Q

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U.S., China officials discuss ship’s passage by China islets

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

American warships will 
continue to “regularly” sail 
within the 12-nautical mile 
limit of islands built by Chi¬ 
na in the South China Sea, 
a senior U.S. official said 
Thursday, despite protests 
from Beijing after the USS 
Lassen’s passage near one 
of the man-made islets this 
week. 

The comments came in 
the wake of a quickly-ar¬ 
ranged video-conference 
call Thursday between 
Navy Adm. John Richard¬ 
son, chief of naval op¬ 
erations, and his Chinese 
counterpart. And they 
served as a warning that 
such sail-by operations 
would be somewhat rou¬ 
tine, although it was un¬ 
clear how frequent they 
would be. 

At the White House, spokes¬ 
man Josh Earnest said the 
United States “would re¬ 
serve the right to carry out 
those kinds of operations in 
the future.” 

The video call between 
Richardson and People’s 
Liberation Army’s Navy 
Commander Adm. Wu 
Shengli was set up at Chi¬ 
na's request, apparently 
triggered by the U.S. deci¬ 
sion to have the guided 
missile destroyer USS Lassen 


sail within the limit of the 
newly created islands on 
Tuesday. 

The U.S. does not recognize 
the man-made islands as 
sovereign territory. 

A senior Navy official said 
that Wu requested the call 
and expressed concern 
and disagreement over the 
Lassen's movements, but 
said Richardson responded 


that the sail-by should not 
be seen as provocative. 
The Navy official said Rich¬ 
ardson also told Wu that 
the U.S. will continue to sail 
wherever international law 
allows. The conversation 
was described as calm and 
productive. And the Navy 
official said that while Rich¬ 
ardson and Wu disagreed 
about the international 


passage issue, they agreed 
that they didn’t want this 
matter to sidetrack other 
naval cooperation be¬ 
tween the two nations. 

The officials spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they weren't authorized to 
discuss the issue publicly. 
A statement released by 
the Navy said that Rich¬ 
ardson and Wu discussed 


pending port visits, senior 
leader meetings and “the 
importance of maintaining 
an ongoing dialogue.” It 
added that both admirals 
agreed to speak again lat¬ 
er this year. 

The Chinese took no force¬ 
ful action during the USS 
Lassen's sail-by on Tues¬ 
day, but on Thursday a De¬ 
fense Ministry spokesman 
said China’s military will 
take “all necessary” mea¬ 
sures in response to any 
future U.S. Navy incursions 
into what Beijing considers 
its territorial waters around 
the islands. 

Earnest said that no coun¬ 
try, including China, should 
be trying to use their size or 
influence to try to resolve 
competing sovereignty 
claims in the South China 
Sea. He said the recent U.S. 
military operation was not 
a challenge to sovereignty 
claims. 

“The reason the United 
States is interested here 
is that we’re not making 
claims on those land fea¬ 
tures there but we certainly 
do have a financial inter¬ 
est and a broader strate¬ 
gic interest in ensuring that 
freedom of navigation 
and the free flow of com¬ 
merce continues unim¬ 
peded in the South China 
Sea,” Earnest told a news 
conference. □

U.S. icebreaker back after 
pioneering North Pole trip 


SEATTLE (AP) — A U.S. polar 
icebreaker has returned to 
Seattle after cutting its way 
to the North Pole in support 
of a mission to study the 
health of the Arctic Ocean. 
The Coast Guard Cutter 
Healy pulled into its Seattle 
homeport Thursday, about 
two months after it be¬ 
came the first U.S surface 


vessel to make the trip un¬ 
accompanied. 

Crews and scientists left 
Dutch Harbor, Alaska, 
on Aug. 9, and spent 65 
days at sea. The 420-foot 
(128-meter) long icebreak¬ 
er traveled more than 
5,000 nautical miles and 
scientists aboard collected 
thousands of ice, water, 


sediment and air samples 
along the way. 

The Healy is the country's 
newest high-latitude vessel 
and is capable of breaking 
more than 10 feet (3 me¬ 
ters) of ice. 

It sailed to the North Pole in 
support of Geotraces, an 
international effort to study 
the world’s oceans.Q 
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Feds: 3 arrested for selling 
fake American Indian jewelry

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) — 

Three New Mexico residents 
face federal charges in a 
scam fo sell Filipino-made 
jewelry as being made by 
American Indians, U.S. At¬ 
torney Damon Martinez an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

The three individuals were 
recently arrested following 
a long investigation and 
a raid of jewelry stores in 
Albuquerque and Gallup, 
New Mexico, along with 
Calistoga, California, Mar¬ 
tinez said at a news con¬ 
ference announcing the 
charges. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment unsealed Thursday, 
Nael Ali, 51, and Moham¬ 
mad Abed Manasra, 53, 
both of Albuquerque, 
and Christina Bowen, 41, 
of Los Lunas, all took part 
in a scheme to sell Na¬ 
tive American-style jewelry 


made in the Philippines in 
violation of the federal In¬ 
dian Arts and Crafts Act. 
That law prohibits the sale 
of any jewelry or piece of 
art that falsely claims it was 
produced by American In¬ 
dians. 

The indictment gave little 
detail on how the scheme 
allegedly worked. But court 
documents say Ali owned 
two jewelry stores in Al¬ 
buquerque's Old Town — 
Gallery 8 and Galleria Azul 
— and another American 
Indian-style shop in Scotts¬ 
dale, Arizona. 

Bowen worked at Ali’s Al¬ 
buquerque stores and con¬ 
spired to sell the purported 
American Indian jewelry 
and, in at least in one case, 
sold to an undercover 
agent two rings for nearly 
$700 that were falsely ad¬ 
vertised to be made by a 
Navajo artists, court docu¬ 
ments said. 


Manasra described him¬ 
self as a wholesaler of Na¬ 
tive American jewelry and 
supplied Ali with the fake 
jewelry from the Philippines, 
the indictment said. 

If convicted, all three face 
up to five years in prison 
and a $250,000 fine each. 
Phone messages left by 
The Associated Press to 
numbers listed for Gallery 
8 and Galleria Azul were 
not immediately returned. 
A caller who answered 
a Coachella, California, 
phone listing for Manasra 
refused to answer ques¬ 
tions and hung up on a re¬ 
porter. 

It was unclear if any of the 
three charged had attor¬ 
neys. 

Martinez said the arrests 
were about protecting and 
preserving the cultural heri¬ 
tage of Native Americans 
and their art. 

“The cultural heritage of

American Indians is a pre¬ 
cious national resource, 
and it is critically important 
that we provide the proper 
respect to those whose cre¬ 
ations are seen by some as 
simple retail commodities 
to be exploited for profit,” 
Martinez said. 

Martinez said Filipino au¬ 
thorities also conducted 
interviews at two factories 


in the Philippines as part 
of the international investi- 
gation.Sam English, an en¬ 
rolled member of the Turtle 
Mountain Chippewa Indi¬ 
ans from North Dakota and 
an Albuquerque resident, 
said he was glad federal 
authorities were aggres¬ 
sively going after those 
who violate Indian Arts and 
Crafts Act.Q 
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Federal prosecutors have copies 
of alleged Fogle recordings

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Fed¬ 
eral prosecutors have cop¬ 
ies of audio recordings a 
Florida woman says she 
made of former Subway 
spokesman Jared Fogle 
talking about sexual en¬ 
counters he had with chil¬ 
dren and say they took 
those recordings “into ac¬ 
count” before charging 
Fogle. 

U.S. attorney’s office 
spokesman Tim Horty said 
Wednesday that federal 
authorities obtained copies 
of the recordings Rochelle 


Herman-Walrond said she 
made of her telephone 
conversations with Fogle. 
Horty said he cannot com¬ 
ment on when or how fed¬ 
eral authorities obtained 
the recordings, or whether 
they capture Fogle speak¬ 
ing to Herman-Walrond. But 
he said federal prosecutors 
did consider the recordings 
before charging Fogle, 
who has agreed to plead 
guilty to child pornography 
and sex-crime charges. 
“They were not part of our 
initial investigation — and 
it wasn’t part of the in¬ 
fancy of any of it. We are 


aware of what they had 
to say and we took the re¬ 
cordings into account, but 
that's as much as I can say 
about it," Horty said. 
Herman-Walrond gave 
copies of the recordings 
to the Dr. Phil Show, which 
began airing them Thurs¬ 
day. The syndicated pro¬ 
gram said in a promotion 
that in the recordings the 
disgraced former pitch¬ 
man discusses his interest in 
sex with children and sex¬ 
ual encounters he's had 
with minors. The promotion 
said that Herman-Walrond 
spent five years secretly re¬ 
cording conversations with 
Fogle. 

Herman-Walrond has not 
responded to repeated 
calls from The Associated 
Press for comment on the 
case. 

Fogle attorney Ron Elberg- 
er declined to comment 
Thursday when asked 
about the recordings and 
Herman-Walrond’s allega¬ 
tions. 

Horty would say only that 
“federal authorities” have 


been in contact with Her¬ 
man-Walrond but he de¬ 
clined to comment on 
when and through what 
manner that communica¬ 
tion occurred. 

Indiana authorities who 
handled the investigation 
into Fogle have said their 
probe began in September 
2014 based on a tip to In¬ 
diana State Police regard¬ 
ing Russell Taylor, the then- 
executive director of the 
Jared Foundation. 

Fogle, who became a Sub¬ 
way spokesman after shed¬ 
ding more than 200 pounds 
as a college student, in 
part by eating the chain's 
sandwiches, started that 
foundation to raise aware¬ 
ness and money to fight 
childhood obesity. Subway 
ended its relationship with 
Fogle after authorities raid¬ 
ed his suburban Indianapo¬ 
lis home in July. 

Subway said last month 
the company received a 
“serious” complaint about 
Fogle in 2011 from Herman- 
Walrond, a former journalist 
who revealed publicly to 
WWSB-TV in Sarasota in Au¬ 
gust that she also took her 
concerns to the FBI and se¬ 
cretly recorded her phone 
conversations with Fogle 
for more than four years to 
assist the agency’s investi¬ 
gation. 

FBI Special Agent Wendy 
Osborne said the agency 
“does not confirm or deny 
who we work with or who is 
involved in our cases.” 
“People can watch Dr. Phil 
and see what she says but 


we’re not going to com¬ 
ment on it,” she said. 

Fogle agreed on Aug. 
19 to plead guilty to one 
count each of travelling 
to engage in illicit sexual 
conduct with a minor and 
distribution and receipt of 
child pornography. 

Court documents detailing 
the charges against the 
38-year-old father of two 
say that Fogle had sex at 
New York City hotels with 
two girls under age 18 — 
one of whom was 16 at the 
time — and paid them for 
that sex. 

Prosecutors allege Taylor, 
who's agreed to plead 
guilty to child exploitation 
and child pornography 
charges, secretly filmed 
those minors as they were 
nude, changing clothes, or 
engaged in other activities. 
Prosecutors said Fogle re¬ 
ceived photos and videos 
from Taylor of several of 
those 12 youths, although 
not all of them. 

Fogle is scheduled to be 
sentenced Nov. 19. Pros¬ 
ecutors have agreed not 
to seek a sentence of more 
than 12 V 2 years in prison 
and Fogle agreed not to 
ask for less than five years. 
Ten victims have already 
received at least $1 million 
in restitution Fogle agreed 
to pay in his plea deal. His 
four other victims are ex¬ 
pected to have either re¬ 
ceived that money or have 
arrangements in place for 
receiving it by the time he 
is sentenced, prosecutors

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U.S. activist killed by Palestinian 
leads Facebook suit

JERUSALEM (AP) — An 

American educator and 
peace activist who worked 
for coexistence and who 
died this week from wounds 
sustained in a Palestinian 
attack is the lead plaintiff in 
a lawsuit against Facebook 
for allowing gruesome Pal¬ 
estinian pages that incite 
violence, his son said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The lawsuit was filed in the 
United States by Israel- 
based rights group Shu- 
rat Hadin, days before 
76-year-old father Richard 
Lakin died. 

Lakin, an elementary 
school principal and a 
1960’s civil rights activ¬ 
ist in the U.S., worked for 
peace and coexistence 
in Israel until he was criti¬ 
cally wounded on Oct. 13, 
when two Palestinian men 
boarded a bus in Jerusa¬ 
lem and began shooting 
and stabbing passengers. 

It was one of the bloodiest 
attacks in a month of vio¬ 
lence that has seen almost 
daily assaults by Palestin¬ 
ians, mostly with knives, 
against Israeli civilians and 
soldiers. Eleven Israelis have 
been killed in Palestinian 
attacks. In that time, 58 Pal¬ 
estinians have been killed, 
38 said by Israel to be at¬ 
tackers, and the remainder 
killed in clashes with Israeli 
security forces. 

Israel says the outburst of 
violence is the result of Pal¬ 
estinian incitement. Pales¬ 
tinians say the violence is 
due to a lack of hope for 
gaining independence af¬ 
ter years of failed peace 
efforts. 

These Palestinian postings 
include caricatures and 
video reenactments de¬ 
monizing Israelis, graphics 


with instructions on “how to 
stab a Jew,” and calls for 
attacks on Facebook be¬ 
fore carrying out stabbings. 
Other posts glorify the grue¬ 
some Palestinian attacks 


murder and detail how to 
commit it.

Lakin was originally from 
Newton, Massachusetts, 
and a longtime principal in 
Glastonbury, Connecticut.

His Facebook page dis¬ 
played an image of Israeli 
and Arab kids hugging un¬ 
der the word “coexist."

One of the Palestinians who 
killed his father had previ¬ 
ously made his intentions 
clear on Facebook and his 
posts were widely reposted 
on social media afterward, 
Avni said.

The decision was the most 
significant easing of strict 
population policies that 
were long considered

The news elated 36-year- 
old Su Weihua of Guang¬ 
zhou, who said she now 
plans to get pregnant next 
year and that she is eager 
for her 8-year-old daughter 
to have a sibling. 

“I have looked forward to 
this for so many years — 
even had dreams about 
it! I cried every time when 
I woke up and realized it 
wasn’t yet true. I thought 
it was so unfair,” Su said. “I 
do not care if the second 
child is a boy or a girl, at my 


that the decision was “to 
improve the balanced 
development of popula¬ 
tion” and to deal with an 
aging population. The of¬ 
ficial Xinhua News Agency 
said the proposal must be 
approved by the top legis¬ 
lature before it is enacted, 
which is essentially a for¬ 
mality.

“The good news is, it is 
here. The bad news is, it is 
too little, too late,” said Cai 
Yong, a sociology profes¬ 
sor at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

The statement followed 
the committee's meeting 
this week to chart China's 
economic and social de¬ 
velopment through 2020. 
In recent years, it has been 
unusual for such plenary 
sessions to result in major 
decisions. They generally 
focus on economic top¬ 
ics, and there was no indi¬ 
cation that this one would 
take action on the one- 
child policy. 

China, which has the 
world’s largest population 
at 1.4 billion people, intro¬ 
duced the one-child poli¬ 
cy in 1979 as a temporary 
measure to curb a then- 
surging population and 
limit the demands for water 
and other resources. Soon 
after it was implemented. 


rural couples were allowed 
two children if their firstborn 
was a girl. Ethnic minorities 
are also allowed more than 
one child. 

Chinese families with a 
strong preference for boys 
have sometimes resorted 
to aborting female fetuses, 
a practice that has upset 
the ratio of male to female 
babies. China has rates of 
up to 115 boys per 100 girls 
at birth — compared with 
what are considered nor¬ 
mal rates at birth of about 
107 boys to 100 girls. 

The imbalance makes it dif¬ 
ficult for some men to find 
wives, and is believed to 
fuel the trafficking of wom¬ 
en as brides. 

Couples who broke the 
rules have been forced 
to pay a fee in proportion 
to their income. In some 
cases, rural families saw 
their livelihood in the form 
of their pigs and chickens 
taken away. 

Couples have at times 
been pressured to consent 
to abortions or sterilization 
by local family planning of¬ 
ficials, or threatened with 
the loss of their jobs if they 
work as teachers or in other 
public sector jobs. 

The U.S. welcomed the pol¬ 


icy change by China as a 
“positive step," but said it 
did not go far enough. 

“We also look forward to 
the day when birth limits are 
abandoned altogether,” 
said White House spokes¬ 
man Josh Earnest, adding 
that the U.S. will keep work¬ 
ing around the world to 
end coercive birth policies 
such as forced abortion 
and sterilization. 

Amnesty International said 
Chinese women remain at 
risk of forced abortions and 
intrusive forms of contra¬ 
ception. 

“The move to change 
China’s one-child policy is 
not enough. Couples that 
have two children could 
still be subjected to coer¬ 
cive and intrusive forms of 
contraception, and even 
forced abortions — which 
amount to torture,” William 
Nee, China Researcher at 
Amnesty International, said 
in a statement. 

In November 2013, the 
party announced it would 
allow couples to have two 
children if one parent was 
a single child. The deci¬ 
sion announced Thursday 
removes all remaining re¬ 
strictions limiting couples to 
only one child.Q

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Migrant tragedy in Greek seas shows dangers as winter nears

LESBOS, Greece (AP) — 

Dead migrants float belly- 
up, stripped of their cloth¬ 
ing by churning seas. On 
shore, wailing women 
search for loved ones 
among the shivering, wide- 
eyed survivors. A rescuer 
tries to revive a toddler 
who lies unconscious in her 
sodden striped sweater. 

The scenes bring home a 
sobering reality: While the 
flow of migrants into Eu¬ 
rope tends to abate as win¬ 
ter nears and the journey 
becomes more dangerous, 
this year it has only risen as 
thousands of people brave 
death in raging seas and 
freezing temperatures. 

On the beaches of Les¬ 
bos, children who looked 
as young as 4 appeared 
to be in shock as rescuers 
wrapped them with blan¬ 
kets to protect against the 
cold. They were among 
242 people rescued from 
a boat that sank overnight 
in rough seas off the Greek 
island’s north coast. Eight 
people drowned and 33 
remained missing. Authori¬ 
ties found the body of one 
more drowned migrant be¬ 
lieved to be from that ship¬ 
wreck late Thursday. 

In all, five separate inci¬ 
dents in the eastern Aege¬ 
an Sea on Wednesday left 
at least 12 people dead, 
most of them children. 
Europe’s largest refugee 
crisis since World War II is 
entering a perilous and 
uncharted phase, as the 
usual pattern of migrant 
season ending by autumn 
is overturned by intensify¬ 
ing fighting in Syria and 
overcrowding in refugee 
centers in Turkey and Leba¬ 
non. Asylum applications in 
the European Union are ex¬ 
pected to exceed 1 million 
this year, higher that the 


peak of 700,000 recorded 
in the early 1990s, when 
wars tore Yugoslavia apart. 
Lesbos has borne the 
brunt of the refugee crisis 
in Greece, with more than 
300,000 people reaching 
the island this year on small 
boats from Turkey, police 
say. More than a third of 
that number has come in 
October alone. 

After the latest tragedy, 
paramedics and volun¬ 
teers scrambled on the 
seafront to resuscitate 
infants, tearing off their 
soaked clothes, as survi¬ 
vors were carried or stag¬ 
gered onto land and were 
wrapped in emergency foil 
blankets. Eighteen children 
were hospitalized, three of 
them in serious condition, 
local officials said. 

Local fisherman Manolis 
Galanakis said the boat 
sank in gale-force winds, 
and smugglers on the 
nearby Turkish coast would 
have been aware of the 
risk. 

“Crossing in those condi¬ 
tions would be very tough,” 
he said. “They are criminals. 
They took their money, put 
them on boats, and sent 
them to their death.” 

Greek officials called on 
the European Union to 
speed up financial aid to 
Turkey to prevent more fa¬ 
tal accidents. 

“We can't have a situation 
continuing with dead chil¬ 
dren in the sea every day,” 
Giorgos Pallis, a member 
of Parliament representing 
Lesbos, told state-run radio. 
“Thousands are coming ev¬ 
ery day, escaping war. We 
have handled the situation 
with dignity, but the truth is 
that we can’t even meet 
their basic needs." 

As Lesbos runs out of burial 
space for dead migrants, 
the outspoken mayor has 
called on the government 
to dismantle a borderfence 


at the frontier with Turkey 
to open a land bridge, to 
reduce sea crossings and 
relieve the island’s burden. 
Many of Lesbos' beaches 
are strewn with discarded 
orange life vests. In the 
main town of Mytilene, a 
small tent city has sprung 
up next to the port, where 
children play with stray 
dogs and parents hang 
washing on fences. 

Judith Sunderland of Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch said 
there is an urgent need 
to boost Greece's search- 
and-rescue capacity with 
more vessels from Frontex, 
the EU’s border protection 
agency. 

“The Greek Coast Guard is 
severely under-resourced. 
The EU has to get the res¬ 
cue boats in the water 
right now,” Sutherland said. 


“Leaders have pledged 
to increase the Frontex 
presence in the Aegean.

(AP) — One of Haiti’s top 
presidential candidates 
charged Thursday that bal¬ 
lots checked with his name 
have been destroyed or 
discarded, prompting 
small groups of supporters 
to burn tire barricades in a 
few sections of the capital. 
Former Sen. Moise Jean- 
Charles, candidate of the 
Petit Dessalines faction, is 
considered one of a few 
major contenders out of 
the 54 hopefuls who ap¬ 
peared on the presiden¬ 
tial ballot in Sunday's first- 
round elections. The two 
top finishers are expected 
to compete in a Dec. 27 
runoff. 

With official preliminary 
results still days away, tire¬ 
burning supporters of Jean- 
Charles said they discov¬ 
ered partially burned bal¬ 
lots Thursday behind the 


concrete wall of a home 
in the Port-au-Prince neigh¬ 
borhood of Delmas 41. The 
candidate insisted that nu¬ 
merous ballots supporting 
his bid had gone missing 
elsewhere. 

Without discussing specif¬ 
ics or presenting evidence, 
Jean-Charles told reporters 


at a news conference that 
there was also a plot at a 
tabulation center in Port- 
au-Prince to prevent votes 
in his favor from being en¬ 
tered into computers. 

“This is going to lead to po¬ 
litical turmoil,” he warned, 
prompting cheers from 
about three dozen backers 


gathered at a school. 

The tabulation warehouse 
is under guard by police 
and U.N. peacekeepers 
and Haitian electoral work¬ 
ers are monitored by a ro¬ 
tating cast of international 
observers. 

Although it is prohibited 
for results to be released 
by anyone other than the 
Provisional Electoral Coun¬ 
cil, Jean-Charles’ camp re¬ 
leased its own calculations 
from Sunday’s vote after 
reviewing 85 percent of the 
returns. He insisted Thurs¬ 
day that he dominated 
voting in half of Haiti’s 10 
departments and accused 
the government-backed 
candidate's team of trying 
to steal the election. 

It was not immediately 
clear if the council planned 
to sanction Jean-Charles 
or any other candidates for 
releasing such information. 
Gregory Mayard-Paul, a 
spokesman for the Tet Kale 


party of outgoing President 
Michel Martelly, dismissed 
Jean-Charles’ allegations 
as “pure fiction.” 

“I don’t think Moise Jean- 
Charles has ever told the 
truth in his life. This looks 
like something he planned 
himself,” Mayard-Paul said 
of the partially burned bal¬ 
lots. 

Jean-Charles was one of 
several opposition lawmak¬ 
ers whose disagreements 
with Martelly’s administra¬ 
tion resulted in lengthy po¬ 
litical gridlock. He is a ca¬ 
reer politician who brands 
himself as a voice for Haiti’s 
poor and disenfranchised. 
Jean-Charles vowed to 
fight for a spot in the run¬ 
offs, which he said would 
be automatic if the elec¬ 
tions are honest. 

“Either elections or revolu¬ 
tion,” he told supporters of 
his Petit Dessalines faction, 
named after a hero of the 
Haitian Revolution. □ 


Mexican parents refuse to accept 
sons’ deaths on Day of Dead

MEXICO CITY (AP) — As 

millions of Mexicans set 
up altars to the dead and 
buy orange cempasuchil 
flowers to adorn their offer¬ 
ings of food and drink, the 
parents of 43 college stu¬ 
dents missing more than a 


year refuse to accept the 
government's finding the 
young men are dead. 
There will be no altar on the 
Nov. 1-2 Day of the Dead 
observance for Mauricio 
Ortega, who was 18 when 
he and the other students 
were taken away by police 
in the city of Iguala on Sept. 


26, 2014, and, according 
to government prosecu¬ 
tors, turned over to a drug 
gang who killed them and 
incinerated their remains. 
Charred bone fragments 
have provided a match to 
only two of the students. 
Mauricio's father, Meliton 
Ortega, shakes his head 
when asked if the family will 
set up an altar to his son. 
“No, for us, our sons are 
alive,” Ortega said. “It’s not 
the way the government 
says, that we should just ac¬ 
cept our grief.” 

Parents of the missing stu¬ 
dents have come up with 
other ways to mark their 
sons’ disappearances. 

At the radical rural teach¬ 
ers’ college attended by 
the young men, known as 
Ayotzinapa, plastic chairs 


with their names and pho¬ 
tos are arranged in rows, 
a stark reminder of those 
who used to sit there. Their 
possessions have been left 
largely untouched, as if 
awaiting their return. 

After more than 13 months 
since their disappearance, 
that seems unlikely. And 
some, like former Mexican 
President Vicente Fox, have 
said the parents “can’t live 
eternally with this problem 
in their heads ... they have 
to accept the reality.” 
Clemente Rodriguez, the 
father of a missing student, 
Christian Alfonso Rodriguez, 
said those who tell the fam¬ 
ilies that their children are 
dead “are people who 
don’t have a heart” or who 
work for the government. 

A report by an indepen¬ 


dent panel of experts 
concluded the students’ 
remains could not have 
been incinerated at a gar¬ 
bage dump as prosecutors 
argue. Parents insist their 
sons are alive and, with 
little proof, assert that the 
young men are being held 
at military bases. 

As a way to remember 
his son, Rodriguez has be¬ 
gun collecting turtles, the 
mascot of the Ayotzinapa 
school. 

He has tattooed a turtle on 
his left arm. He points to it 
and says: “The day my son 
comes home and says, 
‘Dad, why didn't you look 
for me,' I'll say, ‘No, son, 
look, I have a permanent 
mark ... that ever since you 
disappeared in 2014,1 have 
looked for you.”□

Sharapova, Radwanska reach semifinals at WTA Finals 


SINGAPORE (AP) — Maria 
Sharapova reached the 
semifinals of the WTA Finals 
and sent U.S. Open cham¬ 
pion Flavia Pennetta into 
retirement by beating the 
Italian 7-5, 6-1 on Thursday. 
The 33-year-old Pennetta, 
who was eliminated with 
the loss, was playing in her 
last career tournament af¬ 
ter announcing at the U.S. 
Open she would retire at 
the end of the season. 
“Right now I feel like it's not 
my last match,” Pennetta 
said. “I feel normal com¬ 
pletely. I don’t know why. 
Maybe in few days I will 
feel more the difference.” 
Agnieszka Radwanska also 
reached the semifinals by 
beating top-seeded Simo¬ 
na Halep 7-6 (5), 6-1. 
Sharapova completed 
the round-robin stage 3-0, 
while Radwanska, Pennet¬ 
ta and Halep all finished at 
1-2. Radwanska advanced 
because of more sets won, 
with Pennetta having to 
win at least one set against 
Sharapova to reach the 


semifinals. 

Pennetta led 3-1 in the first 
set but Sharapova broke 
back in the eighth game 
and took control. 

“I think to have the last 
match against Maria was 
amazing to play such a 
good champion,” Pen¬ 
netta said. “Was a good 
way also to say goodbye, 
because when you lose 
against such a good player 
there is not too many things 
to say." 

Sharapova came into the 
tournament after being 
sidelined with a leg injury 
since the Wimbledon semi¬ 
finals. At the Wuhan Open 
in China this month, she re¬ 
tired in her first match back 
with a left wrist injury. 

“I wanted to try to play a 
high-quality three match¬ 
es," said Sharapova, who 
won the WTA Finals in her 
debut appearance in 2004. 
“I'm actually a little bit sur¬ 
prised that I’ve been able 
to win three matches as 
physical as some of those 
matches were.”

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Royals’ rotation puts the ‘world’ in the World Series

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 

Yordano Ventura is the 
flamethrower who stares 
down hitters. Johnny Cueto 
has flowing dreadlocks and 
nicknamed his motion “The 
Rocking Chair." Edinson 
Volquez is the always ebul¬ 
lient guy who pitched just 
hours after his dad died. 
And together, the Kansas 
City trio is about to put the 
world in the World Series. 
When Ventura takes the 
mound at Citi Field on Fri¬ 
day night to face the New 
York Mets, the Royals will 
become the first team in 
Series history to start three 
pitchers born outside the 
United States. 

Each from the Dominican 
Republic, too. 

“The fact that we are all 
in this together is price¬ 
less,” Ventura said. “This is 
so exciting. You feel proud 
that this is something his¬ 
toric, but at the same time 
you're aware this is also 
unique. Nobody knows if 
three Dominican pitchers 
will be ever starting again 
for the same team in World 
Series.” 

Before this year, six Se¬ 
ries teams had started 
two pitchers from beyond 
the U.S., STATS said. Those 
pitchers came from Cuba, 
Canada, Venezuela and 
the Netherlands, among 
other countries. 

Ventura starts with Kansas 
City holding a 2-0 lead. 

Ever since the Royals got 


Cueto from Cincinnati in a 
trade in late July, it seems 
the KC clubhouse has 
come to resemble a Do¬ 
minican neighborhood. 
“Take a look, we all lined 
up together here. This is the 
Dominican corner,” said 
Kelvin Herrera, another Do¬ 
minican and a key mem¬ 
ber of the bullpen. “We 
have families, buf during 
the season we spent more 
thing together bonding in 
the field. I fhink that makes 
us a family." 

That family of right-handers 


came together in the past 
year. 

Ventura is the one with 
more tenure with the Roy¬ 
als, a winning pitcher in 
Game 6 of fhe 2014 World 
Series. He had the highest 
velocity this year among 
starting pitchers who quali¬ 
fied for the ERA title at 96.79 
mph. 

After the offseason depar¬ 
ture of their ace James 
Shields in free agency, the 
Royals signed Volquez to a 
two-year, $20 million con¬ 
tract. He led the team in 


wins (13) and ERA (3.55) 
during the regular season. 
The 32-year-old allowed 
three runs over six innings 
against the New York Mets 
in Game 1 on Tuesday. His 
father, 63-year-old Daniel 
Volquez, died of heart fail¬ 
ure just before he started. 
The Royals won 5-4 in 14 in¬ 
nings. 

Cueto, a soon-to-be-free 
agent, was acquired at 
the trade deadline from 
the Reds. He delivered on 
Wednesday night, com¬ 
pleting a two-hitter in a 7-1 
victory. He was a team¬ 
mate with Volquez, both 
starting for the Reds in 
the 2010 NL Division Series 
against Philadelphia. 

“At first it was a little strange 
because I didn’t know most 
of the guys, but I became 
comfortable quickly,” 
Cueto said. “We’re three 
Dominicans, tremendous 
pitchers. We got along as 
brothers, there's no envy 
among us. Everybody is try¬ 
ing to help each other.” 

No telling if any of Cueto's 
fellow pitchers will benefit 
from copying his slowed- 
down, wiggling windup. He 
calls it “La Mecedora” — 
the Rocking Chair. 

“I read swings, I read 
rhythms. And I come up 
with these different type 
of windups because of the 
rhythm that I feel is going to 
be effective on that partic¬ 
ular pitch," Cueto said. 
Ventura was suspended 
seven games after his role 
in a brawl with the Chica¬ 


go White Sox on April 23. 
He also got riled up in other 
incidents with Mike Trout 
the Los Angeles Angels and 
Brett Lawrie of the Oakland 
Athletics. The youngest at 
24, Ventura praises Cue¬ 
to and Volquez as good 
mentors for him, on and 
off the field. “The influence 
that those two guys have 
brought up on me is great,” 
Ventura said through a 
translator Thursday at Citi 
Field. “I feel like we’re 
brothers. I've learned a lot 
from seeing them go out 
there and pitch and how to 
react to things, certain situ¬ 
ations in the game.” 

“So I’ve learned a lot from 
them. I just like the encour¬ 
agement that they bring 
every single day, the posi¬ 
tive energy that they’ve 
got. I’m just excited to be a 
part of that,” he said. 
Jeremy Guthrie, who start¬ 
ed Game 7 of the World 
Series last year and also 
served as a translator for 
Ventura during the play¬ 
offs, is impressed wifh the 
camaraderie of the Do¬ 
minicans pitchers and the 
other Latin American play¬ 
ers on the Royals. 

“They really had developed 
a closeness, beyond what 
I’ve seen in other teams. 
They thrive all with each 
other,” Guthrie said. “Al¬ 
ways together, always talk¬ 
ing, joking. It’s like you grab 
10 friends from childhood 
and you throw them in one 
team, and they come from 
different countries. 


Federer beats Kohlschreiber, advances 
to Swiss Indoors quarterfinals 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — 

Roger Federer was pushed 
to three sets before beating 
Philipp Kohlschreiber 6-4, 
4-6, 6-4 in the Swiss Indoors 
second round on Thursday. 
The match swung on a sin¬ 
gle break of serve in each 
set, and top-seeded Feder¬ 
er took two of only three 
break-point chances he 
had. 

Federer broke for a 5-4 lead 
in the deciding set when 
the 32nd-ranked German 
sent a crosscourt forehand 
wide. 

On his first match point, Fe¬ 


derer clinched with a deft 
volley winner at the net. 
Federer, seeking a sev¬ 
enth title at his hometown 
event, will play David Gof- 
fin of Belgium in Friday’s 
quarterfinals. 

Donald Young beat fourth- 
seeded Kevin Anderson 
of South Africa 6-2, 7-6 (6) 
to set up an all-American 
quarterfinal in Federer’s 
half of the draw. 

Young next faces Jack 
Sock, who beat another 
compatriot, sixth-seeded 
John Isner, 7-6 (5), 6-3. 


Croatia also had a good 
day with Marin Cilic and 
Ivo Karlovic advancing to 
the last eight. 

Seventh-seeded Cilic will 
face Rafael Nadal next af¬ 
ter beating Teymuraz Gab- 
ashvili of Russia, 6-3, 6-1. 
Karlovic typically dominat¬ 
ed with his serve and fired 
25 aces in a 7-6 (4), 7-5 win 
over Dusan Lajovic of Ser¬ 
bia. 

On Friday, Karlovic plays 
Richard Gasquet, the fifth- 
seeded Frenchman who 
beat Dominic Thiem of Aus¬ 
tria, 7-6 (1), 6-4.Q

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Review: Apple TV brings iPhone-like apps to the big screen

NEW YORK (AP) — It turns 
out that Apple's stream- 
ing-TV box — aptly named 
Apple TV — isn't just for 
streaming anymore. Its lat¬ 
est incarnation, which ships 
this week, offers on the big 
screen just about anything 
you could previously only 
do on an iPhone or iPad. 
Whether that’s good may 
depend on whether you 
really want to buy shoes, 
browse home listings or 
read comic books on your 
TV. The new Apple TV looks 
to be a capable device for 
those purposes, although 
it’s not flawless. Its stream- 
ing-TV features also trump 
those of its predecessor. 
The new Apple TV will set 
you back $149, or $199 for 
a version with extra stor¬ 
age. Apple will still sell the 
old version for $69. Neither 
requires an iPhone or iPad, 
although either iDevice 
can simplify the Apple TV 
setup process. 

THE BASICS 

Apple TV has been a de¬ 
pendable streamer, but 
until now its repertoire was 
limited to a few dozen ser¬ 
vices. Sure, these included 
Netflix, Hulu and HBO. But 
Apple didn’t let you add 
other channels — say, 
competitive videogame 
play from Twitch.tv — on 
your own. 

That’s all changed. The 
new Apple TV features an 
iPhone-like app store that 
lets you choose your own 
streaming services. And 
it’s no longer pushy about 
steering you to Tunes and 
other Apple services. You 
can easily customize the 
home screen with your fa¬ 
vorites. 

Video quality on the new 
Apple TV maxes out at 
full high definition, known 
technically as 1080p. That 


should be plenty for most 
people. Video enthusi¬ 
asts may complain that it 
doesn't support a higher- 
quality video standard 
called ultra-high defini¬ 
tion or 4K, as several other 
streaming boxes do. But 
there aren’t many 4K TVs 
or much programming for 
them available yet. 

The Apple TV remote 
doesn’t have a head¬ 
phone jack, which other 
streaming devices like the 
Roku 3 and 4 and the Nvid¬ 
ia Shield offer to spare your 
family and roommates late 
at night. It can be tricky do¬ 
ing chores with a remote 
dangling from your head¬ 
phone cords. What Apple 
TV offers instead is support 
for Bluetooth wireless head¬ 
phones — sold separately, 
of course, by Apple and 
others. 

It's not yet clear whether 
you'll be able to stream 
video from Amazon and 
Google Play. Both com¬ 
panies have competing 
video stores, and one stick¬ 
ing point could be the cut 
Apple takes on in-app digi¬ 
tal sales. Other major ser¬ 


vices, including Google’s 
YouTube, are expected on 
the Apple TV. 

INNOVATIONS 
The new Apple TV enables 
voice searches using the 
Siri virtual assistant. Request 
“Seinfeld” or Jennifer Law¬ 
rence, and Apple TV will 
look through catalogs for 
iTunes, Hulu, Netflix, HBO 
and Showtime, with more 
to come. You can even ask 
for “good documentaries 
to watch." 

Although similar capabili¬ 
ties are available on other 
devices, Apple TV goes fur¬ 
ther in a few ways: 

— The remote replaces tra¬ 
ditional rewind and forward 
buttons with a laptop-style 
trackpad. By sliding left 
and right, you control play¬ 
back and navigate the 
on-screen keyboard more 
quickly. Sliding down gets 
you settings and show de¬ 
tails, when available. The 
remote also lets you control 
the TV's power and volume 
directly, something I’ve 
seen only with TiVo video 
players. 

— You can control play¬ 


back by asking Siri to re¬ 
wind 45 seconds or jump 
ahead five minutes, though 
some services won't let you 
forward pasf commercials. 
Saying “Whaf did she say?” 
will rewind video 15 sec¬ 
onds and briefly turn on 
closed captioning, when 
available. It works fully with 
iTunes for now, but the 
closed-captioning part 
doesn’t work with all third- 
party services yet. 

— You can ask Siri for a spe¬ 
cific episode, such as fhe 
“How I Mef Your Mother” 
episode with Katie Holmes. 
Guest stars tend to trip up 
rival devices. 

_BEYOND STREAMING 

Siri offers weather, stocks 
and sports information. 
It was great for tracking 
Tuesday’s World Series 
opener without watching 
the game. This feature isn’t 
unique to Apple TV, but un¬ 
like the competition, Apple 
TV feeds you info without 
interrupting your video by 
sliding up results from fhe 
bottom of the screen. 

I had to rephrase or repeat 
my questions a few times, 
especially if I was speaking 


quickly. As long as I enun¬ 
ciated clearly, results were 
mostly satisfactory. Apple 
TV’s version of Siri, howev¬ 
er, won't handle general 
Web searches. 

Apple TV catches up with 
rivals in enabling games. 
The remote has sensors that 
let you navigate space¬ 
ships and swing baseball 
bats by moving it around. 
But a bigger potential lies 
in bringing other apps to 
the big screen. 

You can browse home to 
buy through Zillow and 
places to stay on vacation 
through Airbnb. Images on 
the big TV gave me a bet¬ 
ter sense of these proper¬ 
ties than phone browsing 
would. You can also shop 
through Gilt and QVC. 

ROOM TO GROW 
Apple still needs to per¬ 
suade developers to make 
more apps that really ex¬ 
ploit the larger, and often 
shared, TV screen. Many 
of fhe apps now available 
are limited to one user pro¬ 
file or accounf, making 
them difficult for others to 
use.lt would also be nice 
for Apple TV fo work better 
with payment services. You 
can easily buy videos and 
games with your iTunes 
account, but non-digital 
products are another story. 
Airbnb, for instance, will 
let you “favorite" places 
to stay, but you'll need 
a phone or computer to 
book a room. It’s not ex¬ 
actly the relaxed, couch- 
potato experience you ex¬ 
pect from TV. 

Generally speaking, 

though, the new Apple TV 
has taken an important 
first step into a broader 
world. Plenty of devices 
do video and games well. 
With a new range of non¬ 
streaming apps, Apple 
has an opportunity to do 
much more than that.Q 
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Walmart and Target’s Holiday Plans

NEW YORK (AP) — Wal-Mart 
and Target, two of the big¬ 
gest U.S. retailers, on Thurs¬ 
day rolled out plans to lure 
shoppers into stores during 
the holiday season that in¬ 
cludes discounts, stepped- 
up marketing and spiffed 
up stores. 

The moves illustrate how im¬ 
portant the holiday shop¬ 
ping season is to retailers. 
It’s a roughly two-month 
period that accounts on 
average for 20 percent of 
the retail industry’s annual 
sales. 

Wal-Mart and Target, in 
particular, have a lot to 
prove this holiday season. 
Both are heading into the 
holiday shopping season 
with turnaround plans they 
launched after being bat¬ 
tered by the economy and 
their own mistakes. 

Target's turnaround is gain¬ 
ing more traction than 
Wal-Mart's. In August, Tar¬ 
get raised its annual profit 
for the year and reported 
its fourth straight gain in 
revenue at stores open at 
least a year, a key industry 
figure. The results are evi¬ 
dence that CEO Brian Cor¬ 
nell’s efforts to spruce up 
Target's fashions and home 
decor are paying off. 
Meanwhile, Wal-Marf an¬ 
nounced earlier this month 
that revenue for the current 
fiscal year would be flat, 
down from its previous fore¬ 
cast for sales growth of 1 
percent to 2 percent. And 
it now expects profit to fall 
as much as 12 percent for 
next fiscal year as spend¬ 
ing on e-commerce op¬ 
erations and higher wages 
squeeze the bottom line. 
This comes as Wal-Mart’s 
U.S. CEO Greg Foran is 
spearheading a major 
overhaul of the stores that 
includes basics like making 
sure stores are cleaner and 
well stocked. 


Here's what shoppers can 
expect from both retailers 
during this holiday season: 

DISCOUNTS 

Both Wal-Mart and Tar¬ 
get said discounting will 
be key. Wal-Mart says it 
will be offering price cuts, 
or what it refers to as “roll¬ 
backs,” starting Nov. 1, on 
thousands of holiday prod¬ 
ucts that will last at least 90 
days. That's the same time 
as a year ago. It also says it 
will offer fewer “weekend” 
only deals. 

Target didn’t provide spe¬ 
cifics on its discounting, but 
in late September it said 
it would match its online 
prices with more than two 
dozen online competitors. 
FREE SHIPPING 
Wal-Mart is sticking with 
free shipping with a $50 
minimum — the same as 
last year. The retailer is en¬ 
couraging online shoppers 
whose orders fall below fhe 
minimum fo pick fhem up 
at the store. 

Target is bringing back free 
shipping for the holidays — 
without any restrictions. It 


will waive the $25 minimum 
threshold starting Nov. 1 
and it will end Dec. 25. Last 
week. Best Buy, the nation’s 
largest consumer electron¬ 
ics chain, said that it would 
drop its $35 minimum to 
qualify for free shipping. 
CHANGES IN STORES 
Wal-Mart will have work¬ 
ers demonstrate toys, and 
there’ll be more food tast¬ 
ings. And they’ll be carols 
playing too. It’s part of its 
plan to add more theater 
to the stores. 

Meanwhile, Target is fea¬ 
turing its mascot, a white 
bulldog with the trademark 
red bullseye painted on 
him, throughout the store 
more prominently. And 
the retailer is overhauling 
the front area of the store 
that is stocked with $1 to $5 
items and branding it under 
“Bullseye’s Playground.” For 
the holiday season, shop¬ 
pers will find gift wrap and 
stocking stuffers there. 

In time for the winter holi¬ 
days, Target will have ex¬ 
perts working the store to 
make sure the products are 


displayed correctly and 
that mannequins have cur¬ 
rent fashions. 

OTHER THINGS THEY’RE DO¬ 
ING 

Wal-Mart unveiled a new 
tool on its mobile app in 
time for the holiday season. 
The app allows online shop¬ 
pers to check in when they 
arrive at the store to pick 
up their orders. It said that it 
expects nearly 75 percent 
of traffic to its website to 
come from a mobile de¬ 
vice this holiday season. 
That's up from 70 percent a 
year ago. Target said start¬ 
ing next week, 121 of its 
1,800 stores will offer curb- 
side pickup, up from the 
current 21. 

Target is unveiling a new 
holiday campaign called 
“The Holiday Odyssey," a 
season-long tale that in¬ 
volves three kids. Target’s 
mascot Bullseye and their 
quest to light a huge holi¬ 
day tree. The campaign 
will be rolled out on TV and 
on its website and will in¬ 
clude Lego and Ninja Turtle 
characters. □

VW affirms 
commitment to 
Chattanooga, 
Tenn. plant

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— Volkswagen is sticking 
with planned investments 
at its plant in Chattanoo¬ 
ga, Tennessee — including 
production of a new SUV 
there next year — despite 
the uncertainty caused by 
its emissions scandal. 
Volkswagen said Thursday 
it is reviewing investment 
spending worldwide as it 
faces huge costs to deal 
with its scandal, in which it 
equipped some of ifs cars 
to evade U.S. diesel emis¬ 
sions tests. The company 
has set aside 6.7 billion eu¬ 
ros ($7.5 billion) to pay for 
recalls, but analysts say the 
total costs will be much 
higher. 

The company, based in 
Wolfsburg, Germany, said 
in a statement that it will in¬ 
vest $600 million in Tennes¬ 
see and reiterated plans 
to build a new midsize SUV 
there starting from the end 
of 2016. 

Volkswagen Group of 
America CEO Michael 
Horn said that “the clear 
commitment to the Chat¬ 
tanooga location confirms 
our engagement in North 
America and our confi¬ 
dence in the local team.” 
The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency says 
Volkswagen AG equipped 
482,000 diesel engine 
models with software that 
disabled emissions controls 
when cars were not on test 
stands. Up to 11 million cars 
worldwide have the de¬ 
ceptive software. 
Volkswagen has apolo¬ 
gized, suspended several 
managers and hired a law 
firm to investigate. Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Hate 
your cable box? In a few 
weeks, Time Warner Cable 
is going to start testing in 
New York City a cable ser¬ 
vice that doesn’t need one 
and is delivered over their 
customers’ home Internet. 
“Where we're headed is 
the ability of customers to 
access the complete video 
product without having to 
rent a set-top box from us," 
said CEO Rob Marcus on a 
call with analysts. He said 
one thing the company 
had to do was make sure 
that every channel was 
available for an Internet 
TV alternative that worked 
through a streaming-TV de¬ 
vice like a Roku. 

Marcus said ditching the 
box would make it easier 
for the company to set up 
cable for customers, and 
you wouldn’t need a tech 
to install it for you. “You can 
simply type in your user- 
name and password and 
you have video,” he said. 
That could appeal to 
younger people who have 
grown comfortable watch¬ 
ing TV via Netflix or Hulu. The 
number of people skipping 
cable service is increasing 
as more people choose 
the Internet for their video 
fix. 

To try to capitalize on that 
trend, Comcast has a plan 
in the works too, with a ser¬ 
vice called Stream that it's 


been testing for free Bos¬ 
ton. Comcast spokesman 
Steve Restivo says the ser¬ 
vice, which is just broad¬ 
cast networks and HBO, will 
launch this quarter in a few 
markets. 

Time Warner Cable’s TV 
app is already available on 
a Roku or Xbox for cable 
subscribers, who can use 
it in place of a 2nd cable 
box. If you had two TVs in 
your house and one cable 
box, the app would serve 
as a second cable box, just 
without DVR functionality 
or the ability to buy video- 
on-demand movies. 

With the new trial, Time 
Warner Cable is eliminating 
the need for that first cable 
box, which usually comes 
with a monthly fee for cus¬ 
tomers, and throwing in a 
free Roku. It'll have a cou¬ 
ple options for TV service 
packages. 

The New York company, 
which Charter Communi¬ 
cations is trying to buy, said 
Thursday that cable cus¬ 
tomers fell by 7,000 in the 
July-September quarter, to 
10.8 million. (Like Comcast, 
Time Warner Cable said 
that it was its best third- 
quarter result since 2006.) 
The company said that the 
number of people sign¬ 
ing up and the number of 
people who were leaving 
both improved in the third 
quarter, and that its inter¬ 
nal measures of customer 
service showed gains. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
slipped Thursday after the 
U.S. said economic growth 
slowed more than expect¬ 
ed in the summer. 

A mixed batch of third- 
quarter earnings reports 
didn’t inspire investors. 
Companies including res¬ 
taurant chain Buffalo Wild 
Wings and camera maker 
GoPro plunged after re¬ 
leasing weak results. 

The market was lower all 
day after the Commerce 
Department said the econ¬ 
omy cooled off in the sum¬ 
mer as businesses cut pro¬ 
duction and drew down 
their inventories, 
he department estimated 
that gross domestic prod¬ 
uct grew 1.5 percent, a bit 
less than analysts had fore¬ 
cast. 

RBS senior economist Kevin 
Cummins said the report 
isn’t a major warning sign. 
In his view, consumers are 
spending more money 
because gas prices have 
tumbled, and the labor 
market is doing well even 
though fewer people are 
in the workforce than in 
years past. While jobs re¬ 
ports for August and Sep¬ 
tember showed reduced 
growth, Cummins expects 
to see better results in Oc¬ 
tober. 

“The domestic economy 
is in pretty healthy shape 
right now," Cummins said. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average was down 23.72 
points, or 0.1 percent, to 
17,755.80. 

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index dipped 0.94 point to 
2,089.41. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite sank 21.42 points, or 
0.4 percent, to 5,074.27. 
Those little losses weren’t 
enough to undo the gains 
stocks made in the last hour 
of trading on Wednesday, 
after the Federal Reserve 
voiced some confidence 
in the economy by saying 
it might raise interest rates 
in December. 

U.S. government bond 
prices kept falling, push¬ 
ing yields higher as inves¬ 
tors anticipated that U.S. 


interest rates could rise. The 
yield on the 10-year Trea¬ 
sury note rose to 2.18 per¬ 
cent from 2.10 percent late 
Wednesday. 

The higher bond yields 
pulled buyers away from 
income-producing invest¬ 
ments. Utility stocks in the 
S&P 500 index slid 0.6 per¬ 
cent, far more than the rest 
of the market. 

Several companies 

dropped after releasing 
their reports. Buffalo Wild 
Wings skidded $31.95, or 
17.3 percent, to $152.45 af¬ 
ter the restaurant chain's 
profit and sales fell short of 
expectations. Computer 
networking company F5 
Networks dropped after 
reporting disappointing 
fourth-quarter revenue and 
first-quarter projections. The 
stock lost $11.26, or 9.3 per¬ 
cent, to $110.08. 

While some companies 
have gotten major bumps 
after reporting good re¬ 
sults, particularly in the tech 
sector, this earnings season 
hasn’t been great so far. 
Most of the companies on 
the S&P 500 have now dis¬ 
closed their third-quarter 
earnings, and S&P Capital 
IQ says 52 percent of those 
have reported lower-than- 
expected revenue. Per- 


share profits are also down 
compared to last year. 
GoPro slumped $4.59, or 
15.2 percent, to $25.62 af¬ 
ter the wearable camera 
maker reported disap¬ 
pointing results for its most 
recent quarter. It was the 
lowest closing price for Go- 
Pro shares, which began 
trading in 2014 and have 
lost more than half their 
value since mid-August. 
Deutsche Bank said it lost 
about $6.6 billion in the 
third quarter. The com¬ 
pany says it will sell busi¬ 
nesses that employ about 
20,000 people and elimi¬ 
nate 15,000 other jobs in 
an effort to improve profit¬ 
ability. It also won't pay a 
dividend this year or next. 
The stock sank $2.42, or 8 
percent, to $27.89. 

There were some big gain¬ 
ers to be found, though. 
Hanesbrands rose after the 
maker of underwear, socks 
and t-shirts announced 
strong third-quarter re¬ 
sults and raised its profit 
estimate for the year. The 
stock gained $4.05, or 14.7 
percent, to $31.65. 

The latest company to 
surge on talks of a possible 
sale was Allergan, which 
makes Botox. □

National 
Guard 
airlifts dino 
fossils out 
of wilderness

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mex¬ 
ico (AP) — A National 
Guard Blackhawk helicop¬ 
ter plucked the skull of a 
baby Pentaceratops— en¬ 
cased in plaster — from 
the wilderness and airlifted 
it to a waiting cargo truck 
on Thursday morning. The 
team also airlifted the skull 
of an adult Pentaceratops 
that was found about 10 
miles (16 kilometers) away. 
The fossils — including the 
full skeletal remains of a 
baby Pentaceratops, a 
plant-eating dinosaur with 
large horns that once 
roamed what is now North 
America tens of millions of 
years ago — first caught 
the attention of paleontol¬ 
ogists with the New Mexico 
Museum of Natural History 
and Science in northwest¬ 
ern New Mexico in 2011. 
Thurday’s airlift was mostly 
a success. 

Muddy conditions pre¬ 
vented the team from 
transporting a third and fi¬ 
nal plaster jacket that con¬ 
tained the remainder of 
the baby's skeleton. That 
will happen later. 

Less than 10 adult Penta¬ 
ceratops skulls have been 
unearthed over the past 
century, and this marks the 
first baby skeleton and skull 
to ever be recovered, mu¬ 
seum curator Spencer Lu¬ 
cas said. 

With other dinosaurs, re¬ 
searchers have found the 
shape of the skulls can 
change dramatically from 
adolescence to adult¬ 
hood. 

“There’s a lot of interesting 
questions,” Lucas said. “We 
know what the adult skull 
of a Pentaceratops looks 
like, but we’ve never seen 
a juvenile skull. So it will be 
interesting to see what the 
differences are in shape, 
the size of the horns and 
other kinds of features.” 
Pentaceratops, its head 
decorated with five horns, 
lived about 70 million years

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Scientists: Warming ocean factor in collapse of cod fishery

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

The rapid warming of wa¬ 
ters off New England is a key 
factor in the collapse of the 
region’s cod fishery, and 
changes to the species’ 
management are needed 
to save one of America’s 
oldest industries, according 
to a report published Thurs¬ 
day in Science magazine. 
Fishery managers say cod 
spawning in the Gulf of 
Maine — a key fishing area 
between Cape Cod and 
Canada that touches Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Maine and New 
Hampshire — is only about 
3 percent of sustainable 
levels, and participants in 
the fishery that dates to the 
Colonial era face dramatic 
quota cuts as a result. 

The scientists behind 
the Science report say 
the warming of the Gulf of 
Maine, which accelerated 
from 2004 to 2013, reduced 
cod’s capacity to rebound 
from fishing pressure. The 
report gives credence to 
the idea — supported by 
advocacy groups, fishing 
managers and even some 
fishermen — that climate 
change has played a role 
in cod’s collapse. 

The lead author of the 
study, Andrew Pershing of 
the Gulf of Maine Research 
Institute in Portland, said 
the gulf is warming at a 
rate 99 percent faster than 
anywhere else in the world.

and as a result, too many 
of the fish aren't living past 
age 4 or 5. Cod can live to 
be older than 20. 

“Every animal has a tem¬ 
perature range that they 
prefer. The Gulf of Maine, 
for cod, is really at the warm 
end of that,” Pershing said. 
“If you warm it, you push it 
somewhere that’s really un¬ 
comfortable.” 

The report comes amid a 
collapse in commercial 
catch of Atlantic cod, 
which are also fished off 
New England in Georges 
Bank, where the stock has 
also collapsed. Catch fell 


from more than 33 million 
pounds in 2001 to less than 
5 million pounds in 2013. 

As a result, the price of lo¬ 
cal cod has risen in New 
England. Now, much of 
the cod in fish and chips 
there is from places such 
as Iceland and Norway, 
and sometimes restaurants 
use a different species alto¬ 
gether. 

David Goethel, a biologist 
and longtime New Hamp¬ 
shire fisherman, said the 
study is reflective of what 
he sees at sea. He said 
it’s important that pub¬ 


lished science now backs 
that up. 

But he also said fishing man¬ 
agers are trying to rebuild 
cod stocks to unrealistic 
levels, which results in low 
quotas for fishermen. In¬ 
stead, he said, they should 
set quotas that reflect the 
status of the stock. A New 
England fishing regulatory 
council voted to reduce 
the total allowable Gulf of 
Maine cod catch limit from 
1,550 metric tons to 386 
metric tons a year ago. In 
the early 2000s, it was 8,000 
metric tons per year. 

“We need to manage for 


what is here now,” 
said Goethel, him¬ 
self a former mem¬ 
ber of the fishing 
regulatory council. 
“Otherwise, we’re 
just going to leave 
enormous amounts 
of protein in the 
water for no rea¬ 
son, for what’s ba¬ 
sically a bureau¬ 
cratic reason.” 

The report said 
regulators need to 
incorporate envi¬ 
ronmental factors 
in managing com¬ 
mercial species. 
Jud Crawford, sci¬ 
ence and policy 
manager of U.S. 
Oceans, Northeast 
for Pew Charitable 
trusts, said that 
could mean plac¬ 
ing a premium on 
conserving cod 
habitat. 

Malin Pinsky, a biology pro¬ 
fessor at Rutgers University 
who was not involved in 
the study, said the findings 
help explain the northern 
shift in the cod’s popula¬ 
tion. Researchers reported 
this month that numbers 
are improving in the colder 
waters off Newfoundland 
and Labrador. 

“What we’re learning 
about cod are the same 
kind of processes that are 
likely to play out in a wide 
range of important fish in 
this and other regions,” he 
saidO

NEW YORK (AP) — Though 
the fog of time may have 
clouded certain details, a 
parade of past scandals 
that each seized the pub¬ 
lic’s attention ring familiar 
to this day. 

There’s Lyle and Erik 
Menendez, privileged sons 
who offed their parents in 
their Beverly Hills, Califor¬ 
nia, home in 1989. There’s 
Jean Harris, the girls' school 
headmistress whose lover, 
celebrity diet doctor Her¬ 
man Tarnower, was found 
shot dead after she visited 
him in 1980, landing her in 
prison with a murder con¬ 
viction. There’s televange¬ 
list Jim Bakker, who, with his 
wife Tammy Faye, built a 
faith-based empire before 
sexual and financial mis¬ 
deeds wrecked their “PTL 
Club” money-machine 
and put him in the slam¬ 
mer. 

Barbara Walters was there 
to cover these and other 
shocking events. 

Now the veteran news- 
woman is bringing them 
up-to-date on “American 
Scandals,” a nine-segment 
series that premieres on In¬ 
vestigation Discovery on 
Monday (10 p.m. EST). 

“We had thousands of past 
ABC News ‘20/20’ stories 
to choose from, and we 
brought some of them up- 
to-date by talking with sub¬ 
jects we could get to, as 
well as the people around 
them,” Walters said recent¬ 
ly. “We’re exploring what 
is their life like now? What 


have they learned? And 
what can we learn from 
them?" 

Fresh interviews supple¬ 
ment archival footage — 
some never before aired 

— which, viewed from a 
distance of as much as 30 
years, often takes on new 
significance. 

“Footage from the past 
can look very different 
when viewed in the pres¬ 
ent,” Walters noted. 

The series begins with 
the still-unsolved murder 
of 6-year-old JonBenet 
Ramsey, whose lifeless 
body was found in the 
basement of her Colo¬ 
rado home in 1996, plac¬ 
ing her parents, John and 
Patsy, under instant sus¬ 
picion. Walters now talks 
with John, whose daughter 
would today be 25, about 
the lingering mystery and 
scrutiny that have plagued 
him ever since and that 
haunted his wife to her 
grave in 2006. 

In its second episode, 
“Scandals” revisits perhaps 
the most galvanizing mur¬ 
der case of modern times 

— those vicious 1994 stab- 
bings of Ron Goldman and 
Nicole Simpson, the ex-wife 
of O.J. Simpson, who would 
stand trial as the world 
watched, spellbound, dur¬ 
ing months of TV coverage. 
Walters interviews Simpson 
houseguest Kato Kaelin, 56, 
who now pronounces his 
host (acquitted in that trial 
but currently serving time 
on an unrelated robbery 
conviction) guilty of the 
murders. 


Walters also takes a new, 
perhaps gratuitous, look 
at one of the era’s most 
despised figures, Mark Da¬ 
vid Chapman, who at age 
60 is remembered all too 
well for gunning down the 
man who called for giving 
peace a chance in front of 
his New York apartment in 
1980. Walters interviewed 
John Lennon’s assassin in 
1992, and now for “Scan¬ 
dals” has landed what she 
says is the first-ever inter¬ 
view with Chapman's long¬ 
time wife, Gloria. 

“I didn’t know he was still 
married,” Walters mar¬ 
veled. “He sees his wife 
twice a year for conjugal 


visits.” 

Another enduring couple: 
Mary Kay Letourneau, the 
former schoolteacher and 
married mother of four who 
was twice jailed for her af¬ 
fair with a sixth-grade stu¬ 
dent. Now 53, Letourneau 
and Vili Fualaau, 32, have 
been married for a de¬ 
cade with two teenage 
daughters of their own. 

“My God, they’re still to¬ 
gether!” said Walters, who 
interviewed the pair a few 
months ago. “They're an 
old married couple!” 
Though reigning for de¬ 
cades as one of ABC News’ 
biggest stars, Walters said 
she’s glad to find a berth 


on niche-cable network 
Investigation Discovery, 
which affords her room for 
weekly hour-long explora¬ 
tions. 

“We don’t have a news¬ 
magazine anymore,” she 
said, meaning ABC. “We 
have ‘20/20,’ but — they’re 
gonna mind my saying 
this — it’s changed,” hav¬ 
ing narrowed the gener¬ 
al-interest format Walters 
presided over. And major 
interviews — whether Wal¬ 
ters’ or other correspon¬ 
dents’ — are typically splin¬ 
tered across the network's 
portfolio of news programs, 
she added. 

“What Investigation Dis¬ 
covery gives me is the 
opportunity to present a 
whole interview, and bring 
it up-to-date,” she said. 
Other episodes include a 
look at actor Robert Blake, 
who was tried and acquit¬ 
ted of the 2001 murder of 
his wife, Bonnie Lee Bakley. 
And on yef another edition 
she sits down with Kimberly 
Mays, who was switched 
at birth in 1978 at a Flori¬ 
da hospital with another 
newborn, resulting in a no¬ 
torious custody battle be¬ 
tween her biological par¬ 
ents and Robert Mays, who 
raised her. “We searched 
all over and found her liv¬ 
ing in poverty in Clearwa¬ 
ter, Florida," said Walters. 
That points to the effort re¬ 
quired to produce “Ameri¬ 
can Scandals,” she added 
proudly. “They’re difficult 
to do. You can’t just pull 
out an old interview and 
throw it on the air.”Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Hol¬ 
lywood came into its fall 
season buoyed by a near¬ 
record summer, the com¬ 
fort of having three aces 
up its sleeve (James Bond, 
“Star Wars” and the final 
“Hunger Games” film), plus 
a string of studio specta¬ 
cles geared more for adults 
than teenagers. 

The results, though, have 
been mixed for most films 
not named “The Martian." 
Last weekend, in particu¬ 
lar, drove home the point, 
when five new wide re¬ 
leases — most strikingly the 
$30 million awards season 
heavyweight “Steve Jobs,” 
with a paltry $7.1 million 
launch in wide release — 
all failed to click. 

The streak appears likely to 
continue through Hallow¬ 
een weekend, when War¬ 
ner Bros.’ “Our Brand Is Cri¬ 
sis," a political satire starring 
Sandra Bullock, is unlikely to 
add much firepower to the 
box office. Salvation won’t 
arrive until the following 
weekend with the open¬ 
ing of Sony’s “Spectre,” the 
24th James Bond film and a 
certain blockbuster. 

It’s been a humbling few 
weeks for some of Hol¬ 
lywood's best efforts to 
enliven multiplexes with 
ambitious films, most nota¬ 
bly with the 3-D spectacle 
of Robert Zemeckis’ “The 
Walk” and the starry stature 
of the Aaron Sorkin-scripted 
“Steve Jobs.” 

The box-office downturn, 
too, comes at the same 
time new inroads are be¬ 
ing made into the tradi¬ 
tional theatrical release 


window — developments 
that could signal coming 
change for the industry, 
particularly if it continues 
to struggle to launch such 
movies. 

In an interview ahead of 
the release for “The Walk,” 
Sony chief Tom Rothman 
called making broad-audi¬ 
ence movies that aren’t se¬ 
quels or based on a comic 
book “the dominant issue 
in our business.” The last 
several weeks have proven 
that Hollywood, despite a 
year sure to rank as among 
the highest grossing, isn’t 
closer to figuring out how 
to do that. 

Many of the fall's antici¬ 
pated releases tried to 
hook moviegoers with 3-D. 
It's been an effective strat¬ 
egy in recent years for films 
from “Avatar” to “Gravity," 
although the novelty wore 
off long ago for many mov¬ 


iegoers. 

While 3-D helped drive 
the robust grosses for Rid¬ 
ley Scott’s “The Martian” 
($167 million domestically, 
No. 1 for three of the last 
four weeks), it didn’t do the 
same for “Everest” ($41.9 
million) or “The Walk” ($9.9 
million), both of which 
opened first on IMAX and 
large-format screens in 
hopes of selling audiences 


on a higher-priced, premi¬ 
um experience. 

Others have depended on 
the full wrappings of a pres¬ 
tige picture, including Ste¬ 
ven Spielberg’s handsome 
Cold War thriller “Bridge of 
Spies,” with Tom Hanks, and 
the Danny Boyle-directed 
“Steve Jobs,” which may 
have been harmed by a 
chorus of criticisms over 
Sorkin's dramatization of 
the Apple co-founder.

“Bridge of Spies” has pulled 
in $33.6 million domestically 
in two weeks: solid busi¬ 
ness for a movie that cost 
$40 million to make. But it’s 
unlikely to match even the 
gross of Spielberg’s “War 
Horse,” which totaled $79.9 
million in late 2011 and ear¬ 
ly 2012. 

Spielberg, of course, is 
synonymous with the big 
screen, but even he has 


felt the industry changes. 
The director has said his 
previous film, “Lincoln,” was 
nearly an HBO movie, and 
the director has lamented 
the ubiquitous rise of the su¬ 
perhero film. 

Meanwhile, Paramount 
Pictures is in the midst of 
an experiment to shrink 
the usual 90-day window 
reserved for theatrical re¬ 
lease. “Paranormal Activ¬ 
ity: The Ghost Dimension," 


which opened last week¬ 
end, and “Scout's Guide to 
the Zombie Apocalypse,” 
which debuts Friday, will 
both head to video-on- 
demand and online once 
they dip below 300 screens. 
Of the major chains, only 
AMC Theaters and Cin- 
eplex Entertainment went 
along, meaning “The Ghost 
Dimension” opened to just 
$8.2 million on 1,656 screens 
— about 1,000 less than it 
would have. 

Megan Colligan, head of 
distribution for Paramount, 
said the film succeeded 
where it played, suggest¬ 
ing the other chains missed 
out, and that the shorter 
window had no effect: “By 
playing it, they did the most 
business of any circuit with 
any movie,” she said. 
Netflix, too, made its first 
foray into an original film re¬ 
lease with Cary Fukunaga’s 
child soldier drama “Beasts 
of No Nation," starring Idris 
Elba. Though few ventured 
out to see it in theaters (just 
$87,000 in limited release), 
Netflix content chief Ted 
Sarandos claimed that the 
film was streamed by more 
than 3 million people in 
North America. For com¬ 
parison, that many viewers 
would translate at the box 
office into approximately 
$24 million in ticket sales. 
“It's a sign of the times. It’s 
a massive look at the fu¬ 
ture.” said Elba ahead of 
the film’s release. “People 
are different and definitely 
consuming films in a differ¬ 
ent way.” 

Overcrowding could be an 
issue. Films like “The Mar¬ 
tian,” "The Walk," ’’Bridge 
of Spies” and “Steve Jobs” 
are anomalies: well-re- 
viewed studio-distribut¬ 
ed entertainments with 
enough seriousness or 
smarts to win over most 
critics. There might be four 
such studio dramas in a 
year, let alone in a month 
that also featured Lions- 
gate's “Sicario," Warner 
Bros.' “Black Mass" and Uni¬ 
versal's “Crimson Peak.” 
“This has to be considered 
one of the most crowded 
movie marketplaces of 
the year,” says Paul Der- 
garabedian, senior media 
analyst for box-office data 
firm Rentrak. □
